m onth s h as th reatened its pow­ 
er. 
Big Tim was th e v ictim of th e 
mach ine gu n, a meth od 
of as­ 
sassination th at was 
u nknown 
wh en h e first began “racketeer­ 
ing" back of th e 
y ards 
more 
th an ten y ears 
ago, and h is 
m u rder th rew gangland into u p­ 
roar. 
Before

su r­ 
rou nding h is m u rder h ad su b­ 
sided, fiv e more sh ootings 
h ad 
been reported, two of th em link­ 
ed directly with th e slay ing. In 
addition to Big Tim, two men 
were killed, one of wh om was 
known as a leader in th e war for 
v ice-control. 
Nich olas Manos, m anager 
of 
th e M etropolitan h otel and a ri­ 
v al of “Scarface Al" Capone for 
control of Ch icago’s 
gambling 
and v ice, was sh ot to death in 
front of h is h otel. Th is killing, 
police believ ed, was connected 
with th e entry of Big Tim into 
th e cleaner’s and dy er's racke­ 
teering war.

In 
Addition to Big Tim, two men 
were killed, one of whom was

Nicholas Manos, manager of 
he Metropolitan hotel and a ri-

and vice, was shot to death in 
ront of his hotel. This killing, 
police believed, was connected 
with the entry of Big Tim into 
he cleaner's and dyer's racke- 
eering war.

Heroism is one of the oldest of human vir- 


tues 
Mid in spite of the protection which our 


modern civilization throws about the individual 
tt is still one of the race's greatest assets. It is 
i useful now as it was in the days of the cave- 


a thought is provoked by reading of the 


death of Dr. Hideyo Noguchi, Japanese scientist 
fn the service of the Rockefeller Foundation 
who recently died of yellow fever in the town of 
Accra, West Africa. 


Dr Noguchi was one of the world's authori- 


ties on yellow fever, and he gave his life in a 
Sianf effort to eradicate it from the face _of 
the globe. There are few finer stories in medi- 
cal annals. 


After Gorgas succeeded in conquering yellow 


fever in the West Indies and Panama, it was 
hoped that the disease could be wiped out every- 
where 
But in South America the disease is of 


a different type than in those places; and in 
Africa there is still a third type, more puzzling 
and more deadly than cither of the others. 


Dr Noguchi first went to South America. He 


made a brilliant record there, overcoming amaz- 
ing physical handicaps. 
Then, last fall, 
he 


sailed for West Africa to tackle the 
African 


variety of yellow fever. 


He had not gone far with his work before he 


himself contracted the disease. 


Instead of dropping his work and devoting 


his efforts to cure himself, Dr. Noguchi kept at. 
work. He used himself as a laboratory speci- 
men innoculating monkeys with his own blood 
and examining their bodies after they died. For 
a time it seemed that he would ultimately re- 
cover; then, just as he was convalescing, he 
suffered an unexpected relapse and died. 


Heroism of that kind is beyond praise. There 


were no cheering throngs there in the little coast 
town; there was not even the soldiers stimulus 
of comrades sharing the same fate. Dr. Noguchi 
was by himself. But he kept on working in the 
"very face"of deatfi; and before he died he suc- 


peeded.in isolating the germ of African yellow. 


?fever. 


Some day Africa will be as free of yellow fever 


as the Panama Canal zone now is. 
And most 


of the credit will go to the little Japanese doctor 
Who gave his life to the task of conquering the 
malady. People will be able to live in security 
and comfort in Africa because of Dr. Noguchi's 
heroism.
